State School: Wasted Millions?

It took 2Vs years to build the $7,500,000 Eastern 
States School 
and 
Hospital 
for 
emotionally 
disturbed children on Route I in Trevose. 
But only 2Vj days to tear it down — verbally. 
Criticism of the structure, its equipment, its 
architecture, its planning — came just 60 hours af­ 
ter the building officially opened May I. 
The critics were Representatives Blaine Hock­ 
er (R-Dauphin) and Jack Seltzer (R-Lebanon)

who upon their return to Harrisburg from a 
surprise visit to the institution virtually breathed 
flames of reprehension as they recounted their 
findings before a joint meeting of the House and 
Senate Appropriations Committee. 
Inspection of the facilities at the Eastern States 
School and Hospital and an investigation into the 
facts by this newspaper disclosed that many of the 
criticisms levelled by the assemblymen were well 
founded; others picayune; still others were ill-ad­ 
vised and based on snap judgment with too little 
understanding of the problems of emotionally dis­ 
turbed children. 


But while the representatives strongly crit­ 
icized the “costly errors in judgment — in the 
facilities, planning and construction of the build­ 
ing,” this newspaper's investigation disclosed that 
the errors in judgment go much father back than 
the architectural planning of the school and hos­ 
pital. 
“Error In Judgment’* 
The greatest “error in judgment’’ it seems, 
was the shortsightedness of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania in planning and building a school and 
hospital for which no medical or adequate psy­ 
chiatric personnel would be readily available.

Among the findings which angered the legisla­ 
tors were 4,000 diapers in an institution which 
planned to accept children aged five years and 
older. 


Might Require Diapers 


“Who ever heal'd of children five-years old us­ 
ing diapers?’’ was the cry of Reps. Hocker and 
Seltzer. 


This newspaper promptly answered the ques­ 
tion by disclosing that these children, because of 
the nature of their disturbances, might well re-

Schiavoni and Mancini were 
both arrested on March 25 when 
state and Bristol Township police 
and county detectives swooped 
down on the Rolling Lane prem­ 
ises. Police found 12,300 and some 
718 horse bet slips at the home 
Bartolini was arrested while at 
work at the Fairless Works. U S 
Steel. 


On the witness stand, Bartolini 
testified that although he knew of 
Schiavoni’s activities, he did not 
share in any of the gambling pro­ 
ceeds, nor had he ever seen any 
bet slips. Each man had his own 
telephone, police testified. 
In sentencing the two men. 
Judge Satterthwaite said that they 
were the “product of that attitude 
which I thought was ended in 
Bristol area." 


Asks “Stiff” Penalty 


Prosecuting attorney Paul R. 
Becker! asked the judge for a 
’•tiff' prison penalty. He said 
that Schiavoni had been in Bucks 
prison on similar charges prior to 
his arrest on March 25. and that 
apparently he had begun book­ 
making operations only IO days 
after his release from prison last 
fall. 


At the trial it was testified that 
Bartolini and Schiavoni split the 
rent fifty-fifty They had lived at 
the Rolling Lane address since 
last September. 


Th* two were sentenced des­ 
pite an impassioned plea by their 
attorney. William Goldman, Doy- 
lestows. 


Goldman asked Judge Satterth­ 
waite “to gamble" on Schiavoni. 
lie said Schiavoni had promised 
to chMge his ways and that he 
had a job waiting for him. Gold­ 
man also remarked that the cus­ 
toms are changing in regards to 
gambling and that persons could 
soon gamble openly when Liberty 
Bell Harness Racing track opens.

Dissatisfied 


With Report 


Bristol Township school direc­ 
tors, who will be in budget session 
five nights this week, are expect­ 
ed to further discuss broadening 
the mercantile tax despite a dis­ 
mal report from their solicitor. 
Edwin Popktn, solicitor, at the 
request of the school board on 
May 16. prepared a report in 
which he said the board would 
not be able to impose a tax on 
services this year due to a state 
deadline at June IO. 


Some directors, however, have 
expressed 
dissatisfaction 
over 
Popkin’s report. 


While Popkin told the board that 
under state law the directors are 
entitled to tax services such as 
those 
rendered 
by 
doctors, 
lawyers, plumbers, etc., he saki 
certain formalities must first be 
complied with. 


These would be to draw up 
resolution and properly advertiae 
it, and then put the tax into effect, 
all before the June IO deadline. 


Popkin advised the board that 
this would be almost impossible 
to do in the week’s time. 
One board member, Charles J. 
McGrath, said he thought the 
board would take Popkin’s advice 
and forget about the tax this 
year, but that it would probably 
implement it in 1964. The existing 
mercantile tax is one mill on goods 
sold wholesale and one-and-a-half 
mills on retail sales. 
Some other board members, 
however, 
have 
indicated 
they 
“will take issue’’ to Popkin’s re­ 
port. One director said he felt 
“Popkin has had enough time to 
search the 
matter thoroughly. 
There s no reason why the tax 
can’t go into effect this year." 
Meeting Tomorrow 
The nine-member school board 
is meeting in executive session 
tonight, 
tomorrow. 
Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday nights to 
prepare the 1963-64 budget which 
is slated for final adoption on 
June 27. 
Tomorrow night, the board will 
also hold a special public meeting 
with Robert Cameron, township 
tax collector, concerning the col­ 
lection of real estate taxes in the 
school district. The meeting will 
be at 8 p.m. in the library of 
I Benjamin Franklin Junior High 
School, Mill Creek Road, Levit­ 
town.

NEW DELHI (UPI> — An In 
dian Airlines plane crashed today 
in Northwest India, and an airline 
official said all 29 aboard were 
killed, including six Americans. 
Among the victims were Prof. 
James C. Laverty, 40, of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois, his wife, and 
their three children. One other 
American, identified only as a 
Miss P. Hardman, was among the 
passengers. 
Ten of the victims were believed 
to be children. 
An airline spokesman, who dis­ 
closed the crash, said the plane 
was flying from Amritsar, in the 
Punjab, to Srinagar, capital of 
Kashmir. It crashed near Pathan- 
kot 
The U. S. Embassy said the pas­ 
sengers indicated Laverty, 40, an 
associate professor of soil studies 
at the University of Illinois, his 
wife, Jeanne, 39, and their three 
sons, Stephen. 16, Michael J.. 15. 
and Gregory J., 13. 
They lived at HIO South 3rd St. 
Champaign, 111. His father. Clar- 
ence J. Laverty, lives at 724 Hall 
Ave., St. Paul, Minn. 
Laverty arrived in India lari 
December to teach soil manage­ 
ment at the BalwMt Rajput Col- 
lege in Agra under an American 
aid contract. 
Also listed among the victims 
were a Mrs. Cupial, wife of the 
Polish commercial counsel in In­ 
dia, with her three children. 
Other passengers 
included 
a 
couple named Mitchell and their 
four children. They were believed 
to be Australians. A Mrs. Popple- 
well, who was travelling with the 
Mitchells, was believed to be their 
married daughter.

A total of 524 traffic fatalities 
over the long Memorial Day holi­ 
day set a record for highway 
death over a summer-season holi­ 
day. 


Final United Press International 
tabulations for the 102-hour boti. 
day showed the traffic toil had 
surpassed the 462 of 1961’s Mem­ 
orial Day weekend, the previous 
record for this holiday, and the 
509 for the July 4 weekend of 1961, 
which had stood as the record for 
a summer season holiday. 


The UPI death count between 
6 p.m. Wednesday and midnight 
Sunday showed a total of 784 
fatalities, including a toll of 121 
drownings and 15 persons killed 
in boating mishaps

Only Rhode Island and South 
Dakota escaped without a single 
holiday traffic or accidental death. 
California led the traffic death 
count with 63. There were 42 in 
New York State, 28 in Texas, 24 
in Pennsylvania, 23 in Ohio, » 
in Indiana. 19 in Michigan and 15 
in Tennessee. 
The National Safety Council, 
which had estimated between 450 
and 550 holiday traffic deaths for 
the holiday, said Utero were more 
cars on the highways over the 
weekend than it had expected. 


Vatican Radio reported at 3:45 
p.m. (10:45 a.m. EDT) that doc­ 
tors could do nothing more for 
the 81-year-old pontiff than to 
help his labored breathing with 
oxygen. 


It said the Pope had been “un­ 
conscious for several hours.’’ 
“Only his heart is still beat 
ins.” the broadcast said. “No 
feature of his face is moving. He 
has gone into deep unconscious­ 
ness. Administration of oxygen is 
all that can be done." 


The radio had said earlier that 
the pontiff, although conscious 
enough to hear Mass this morn­ 
ing, was so weak he no longer 
needed sedatives or drugs to kill 
his pain. 


This afternoon’s bulletin said 
the internal hemorrhaging that 
had complicated his condition 
earlier 
had 
resumed 
Sunday 
night. Today his blood pressure 
dropped from 115 to 95, and medi­ 
cal sources said this indicated his 
stout heart was failing. 


“The clinical situation of the 
august patient for some hours 
now has become aggravated and 
t or that reason it is no longer 
necessary to apply drugs and sed­ 
atives.'' the Vatican bulletin said. 


“The Holy Father's temperature 
has increased still more. The 
cardio . circulatory condition still 
remains fairly strong.*’ 


The lari temperature given for 
the Pope in his fourth day of 
deathbed agony was 104, with a 
pulse rate of 140. 


No “Humaa" Solution 


There was no “human” solution 
to the illness, the Vatican Radio 
said earlier in the morning. 


As the Pope lay dying on his 
bed in the Vatican Palace, sur­ 
rounded by his three peasant 
brothers and sister and his con-

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High Court 


Rules Out 2 


School Plans 


WASHINGTON 'UPI>-The Su­ 
preme Court today followed up 
its warning that the South was 
going too slow on integration by 
throwing out two school transfer 
plans being used in Tennessee. 
In its unanimous 9-0 ruling, the 
court agreed with Negroes who 
protested that the transfer sys­ 
tems had been adopted to pro­ 
long segregation. 
Last week in a Memphis case 
involving recreational facilities, 
the court had sharply noted that 
the doctrine of "all deliberate 
speed" set forth eight years ago 
was being abused. 
Today, the court said the trans­ 
fer programs being used in Knox­ 
ville and Davidson County, which 
includes Nashville, were unfair to 
Negroes. 
In another case, the court ruled 
8-1 that a group of Negro chil­ 
dren in an elementary school in 
Cahokia, IU., outside East St. 
Louis, may sue in federal court 
on grounds that racial discrimina­ 
tion is being practiced there. 
The group complained that the 
boundaries af the school were 
drawn so that only Negroes could 
go there. When some white chil­ 
dren were admitted, the com­ 
plaint said, they used separate 
entrances and were shut off com­ 
pletely from the Negro children. 
Federal District Judge William 
G. Juergens in Benton, IU., ruled 
that the suit couldn’t be filed in 
federal court until the Negroes 
had exhausted remedies provided 
to them by the state. 
Today’s decision took the oppo­ 
site view. Speaking for the ma­ 
jority, Justice William 0. Doug­ 
las said there is "no underlying 
issue of state law controlUng this 
litigation.” Justice John M. Har­ 
lan dissented. 
In other 
actions 
today, 
the 
court: 
—Ruled against California in 
the prolonged court fight over use 
of water from the Colorado River 
and its tributaries. The 5-3 ruling 
upheld the claims of Arizona and 
Nevada that the tributaries are 
for the exclusive use of each state. 
The federal government also had 
opposed the California claim. 
—Decided S-0 that the agency 
shop used in about 6 out of every 
IOO labor contracts is permissible 
under federal law but not in 
states which have outlawed the 
union shop. The agency shop per­ 
mits a worker to refuse to join 
a union but requires him to pay 
what amounts to dues to defray 
collective bargaining costs. 
—Reversed the murder convic­ 
tion of Wilbur Rideau. a Louisi­ 
ana Negro, on grounds that some 
of the jurors who sentenced him 
to death had seen a television 
program in which he admitted 
slaying a bank clerk.

quire, in some cases, the use of 
diapers up to the age of 12 or 
more. 
Other areas of criticism by the 
legislators included: 
"Picture windows in the boiler 
plant, 
cracks 
in 
the 
terrazzo 
floor of the main lobby, an un­ 
balanced heating system, a brick 
wall in the rear of the building 
which is not connected to any­ 
thing and serves no purpose, a 
dental suite with five chairs and 
three X-rays. 
"Complete hospital facilities in­ 
cluding an operating room with 
no professional people to staff it, 
offices for a chiropodist and an 
ear, nose and throat specialist 
and a fully-equipped room for eye 
examination and treatment. 
Other criticism 
"A four-drawer stainless steel 
morgue and embalming room; a 
recreational building very round 
and functionally ridiculous, cot­ 
tages for children complete with 
colored washers, dryers, dishwash­ 
ers, stoves, refrigerators; a beau­ 
tifully furnished living room (in 
the cottages) with a piano at one 
end and a fireplace at the other 
end. 
"All toilet facilities of standard 
height so that 
some children 
would have to stand on boxes to 
reach them, all desks, chairs, 
tables and work areas of standard 
size without consideration for the 
various size groups; and no facili­ 
ties for religious activity by any 
of the faiths. 
These were the critical points 
which Reps. Hocker and Seltzer 
presented to the appropriations 
committees with charges there 
were "wasted millions put into the 
brick and mortar phase of the 
school." 
Name Plaque 
Among the picayune criticisms 
were "the name plaque of the 
institution at a rakish angle in the 
foyer” (which a screwdriver could 
remedy); cracks in the terrazzo 
floor (which is not unusual when 
a building begins to settle in its 
foundation and which the contrac­ 
tor has promised to correct); and 
the complaint that some doors 
wouldn’t close properly (a com­ 
mon occurrence in any new struc- 
ture which can usually be correct­ 
ed by a minor adjustment.) 
The complaint by the represent­ 
atives that there are picture wind­ 
ows in the boiler plant appear 
shortsighted on their part since 
it costs no more to use glass 


windows than to erect walls made 
of brick and mortar — possibly 
less. 
Also not considered was the 
fact that the picture windows pro­ 
vide a greater measure of safety, 
because of the added light, with­ 
out which additional electric light 
facilities would have been required 
and at a greater operating cost.
